VERY interesting picture of 
life and work in th e Panama 
canal zone is convey ed by au 
article written by Colonel Wil­ 
liam Sey mour Edwards, an attorney of 
Ch arieston-Kanawh a, W. Va., for th e 
¡Wh eeling (W. Va.) Intelligencer and 
publish ed recently in th at newspaper. 
Colonel Edw ards wrote from th e ca­ 
nal zone wh ile th e impressions h e h ad 
obtained were fresh in h is mind, and 
h is description of our modern wonder 
of th e world is th erefore ex ceptionally 
vivid. 
W ith th e ex ception of th e introduc­ 
tion and oth er sections in wh ich refer­ 
ence is made to personal affairs or 
th ings of purely local interest, Colonel 
Edw ards’ article is h ere reprinted: 
Here is a ditch fifty miles long and 
some of it 500 feet deep and h alf a 
mile wide (wide at th e top of th e 
slopes) now being dug at Panama, and 
th ere isn’t a pick or a sh ovel or a 
•wh eelbarrow being used on th e Job! 
I watch ed for a fortnigh t, and I saw 
50,000 men at w’ork, working like 
Turks, and I never saw a man lift a 
pick or h eave a sh ovel of earth on 
th e canal. 
And y et never h ave I nor 
h as any oth er man seen so prodigious 
an amount of digging and moving of 
earth and rock as I h ave h ere beh eld. 
A train of twenty standard flat cars 
all loaded full in fifteen minutes and 
all emptied in seven—trains of tw'en- 
ty full loaded cars moving out of th e 
Culebra cut every minute and a h alf 
for eigh t h ours every working day , 
wh ich means every day but Sunday ! 
Hum ankind h as never seen so gigan­ 
tic an enterprise ione in so gigantic a 
way before. 
Th e world stands stag­ 
gered at th e sigh t.

we are making h er h um, don’t y ou 
th ink?” 
“Hum? 
You’re making h er 
roar!" I answered as I watch ed th e 
swarms of busy men all h ustling to 
th e limit on th e job. 
Fifty th ousand men are now work­ 
ing on th e canal, and th e canal is more 
th an 8 0 per cent done. 
Six th ousand 
of th ese are wh ite men from th e States. 
Th ey are paid in gold. Th ey boss th e 
job. 
Six th ousand men are laborers from 
old Spain under special contract and 
agreement with th e government. Th ey 
work Spanish h ours, eat Spanish food, 
drfnk Spanish wh ite and red wine and 
receive Spanish pay —silver coin. Th ey 
work well. 
Th ey h ave never been so 
well treated and cared for in th eir 
lives. 
The Lux ury o f Ice. 


Th e balance of th e laborers are ne­ 
groes and Hindu coolies from th e W est 
Indian Islands—English , French and 
Spanish speaking. Th ey are also paid 
in silver. In Jam aica a negro can earn 
at best 1G to 20 cents per day . On th e 
canal h e gets $1 per day . 
“And we 
get free ice—ice every day ,” said an 
ebony giant, a th ing never h eard of 
by a W est Indian laborer before. 
Th ey are h oused in sanitary h ouses 
also and are supplied ch eaply with 
good food and water, just as are th e 
wh ite men, wh o receive th eir pay in 
gold. 
No laborer was ever so well 
paid and so well cared for as are th e 
men wh o are no w digging th e canal at 
Panama. 
It is a demonstration to th e 
world w h at th e American people can 
accomplish . 
But th e canal, y ou say —w h at about 
th e canal? 
Yet h ow can I tell of th e 
canal with out telling of th e men and 
women wh o are digging it and of some 
of th e conditions under wh ich th ey 
live—th e 
marvelous 
conditions—for 
h aven’t Dr. Gorgas and h is brilliant 
and devoted staff of surgeons and ph y ­ 
sicians and nurses transform ed th e no­ 
torious pesth ole of th e earth into one 
of th e most salubrious and h ealth y 
places on th e globe? 
Mosq uitoes practically gone; y ellow 
fever gone—not a case since 190G; 
m alaria gone, plague gone, ch olera 
wiped out—epidemic illnesses of all 
kinds wiped out and made impossible. 
We sh owed w h at we could do wh en 
we cleaned up Havana, wh en we clean­ 
ed up th e slums of Manila. 
And now 
we h ave sh own th e world h ow to keep 
th e illnesses of th e tropics away and 
h ow to transform a pesth ole of th e 
world into a veritable sanitary zone. 
I spent h alf an h our with Dr. Gor­ 
gas. 
I met h im at th e fortnigh tly 
ball of th e Tivoli club, wh ere h e came 
with h is ch arming daugh ter.

nasium. Th e ex tensive bath rooms and 
swimming pools, th e convenient lunch ­ 
rooms, th e airy and clean bedrooms for 
transients—th ese fine establish ments 
serve as local h otels as well as social 
centers for th e men. 
And now th e canal—th e h uge canal. 
Th e north ern end is almost done.

crete. Re-enfo rced with steel, it stands 


as man’s latest mo nument fo r the 
my riad ages of oncoming 
time to co n­ 
tem plate and marvel upon. 
Th e vast Culebra cut is 9 8 per cent 
done—a rock and earth cut nine miles 
long. 1.300 feet wide and wh ere it cuts 
th rpugb th e continental divide 500 feet 
deep. 
And righ t h ere let me say just a 
word concerning th e much written 
about slides. 
To any one accustomed 
to seeing railroads dug and cut th rough 
our mountains a slide seems th e most 
natural th ing in th e world. 
Of course 
wh en y ou cut away th e foot of a h ill 
slope th ere Is bound to be a slide. 
At 
least no one is surprised if th ere is 
a 
slide. 
It is accepted as a reasonable propo­ 
sition th at after th e construction of a 
new road th rough such a mountain 
country as we h ave th at slides will 
continue for twenty or th irty y ears un­ 
til at last th e slope acq uires its eq ui 
librium. 
Th e railroads can’t both er 
th emselves too much about slides, but 
Just dig away th e fallen earth wh en 
too much of it tumbles in.

“We are going to put a boat 
th rough , probably th e big dredge Cu­ 
lebra. nex t October.” declared a ch ief 
of division, "alth ough we do not ex ­ 
pect to open th e canal to th e public 
before 19 15.”

UNDERWOOD BILL 


Senate Promises Comfort to 


Wool and Sugar Men. 


HOUSE EXPEGTEO TO RESIST 


Present Program in the Upper House 


Is to Make a Dem onstration to Sat­ 


isfy Dem ocratic Follow ers in Woo! 


and Su gar States and Leave It to the 


Conference of the Tw o Houses to 


Restore Bill to Its Original Shape. 


W ash ington, May 24.—According to 
Democratic 
leaders 
in 
th e 
senate 
th e Underwood bill will be amended 
in im portant particulars in th e sen­ 
ate if not sooner in th e finance com­ 
m ittee or th e Democratic caucus. Th e 
belief is growing th at th e bill wh en it 
leaves th e senate will carry a duty on 
sugar of between 7 0 and 80 cents per 
h undred pounds and th at wool will be 
tax ed 20 per cent instead of being on 
th o free list, as at present. 
It is fur­ 
th er ex pected th at wh en th e tariff bill 
comes back from th e conference com­ 
mittee, free wool and ultimate free 
eugar will h ave been restored as in th e 
bill at present. 
It will th en be up to 
th e senate to engage in a tug of war 
with th e h ouse over th e acceptance of 
th e conference report. 
Th e Republican leaders in congress 
h ave information wh ich leads some of 
th em, at least, to believe th at th e 
sh rewder of th e Democratic leaders 
look forward to such a result as th e 
best solution of th e troublesome prob­ 
lem presented to th em by th e sugar 
and wool sch edules In th e senate. 
Th ey realize th at at least two Demo­ 
cratic senators will vote for an amend­ 
ment to put a duty on wool wh en th e 
Republicans offer it in th e senate, and 
th at th e two from Louisiana will vote 
for a duty on sugar. 
Indications are 
th at th ese four Democratic senators 
and probably more h ave reach ed an 
understanding, or will reach one sh ort­ 
ly by wh ich th ey will pool issues and 
be able by joining with th e Republi­ 
cans to amend th e bill in th e senate. 
Having done th is th ey will at least 
h ave made a demonstration to satisfy 
th eir Democratic followers in th e wool 
producing and sugar producing states. 
Th e Democratic leaders believe th at 
wh en th e final test comes on accepting 
or rejecting th e tariff bill as a wh ole 
after it h as been taken from th e con­ 
ference committee carry ing free wool 
and ultimate free sugar, th e recalci­ 
trant Democrats will y ield and accept 
th e bill practically 
in th e form in 
wh ich President Wilson h as approved 
i t Th is course would allow th e Dem­ 
ocratic senators to save th eir faces 
with th eir h ome folks. 
Realizing th e 
possibility of such a denouement, th e 
Republican leaders are planning to put 
th e responsibility sq uarely up to th e 
Democratic senators wh o profess to be 
ardently In favor of a duty on wool or 
on sugar. 
Th en? is a conciliatory spirit among 
Democratic members of th e finance 
committee toward th e western sena­ 
tors and th e two Louisiana senators 
wh o are standing out for th e wool duty 
and th e sugar duty . 
Several compro­ 
mise suggestions h ave been made, but 
noth ing h as been agreed on.

DELAY 
NEGOTIATIONS 
Wh ile every effort is being mride to 
prevent th e unnecessary sacrifice of 
life and limb in industry , some states 
are taking rapid strides toward secur 
ing an improvement of th eir accident 
rate. 
Among such states is Minne­ 
sota. 
Its bureau of labor, industries 
and commerce is constantly investi­ 
gating and publish ing th e results of 
its studies as related to unnecessary 
accidents, say s th e Medical Review of 
Reviews. 
Th ere are some very sug 
gestive statem ents in th eir accident 
bulletin No. 3, some of wh ich are Worth 
q uotation for th e purpose of stim ulat­ 
ing th ough t: 
“It is better to cause a delay th an 
to cause an accident.” 
“Th e amount of sorrow and suffer­ 
ing th at will be eliminated wh en safety 
work is taken up earnestly by our 
manufacturers is bey ond th e compre­ 
h ension of th ose wh o h ave not given 
th e subject careful th ough t” 
“Mach ines 
and 
mech anical 
opera­ 
tions must be fool proof. 
You cannot 
assume th at th e man wh o will operate 
th em will use any common sense.” 
“It is th e little accidents day by day 
th at make th e fearful total of Ameri­ 
ca’s casualties. 
It is not th e catastro- 
ph ies th at y ou read about in th e pa­ 
pers. 
And most of th ese little acci­ 
dents are preventable.” 
“In 19 09 few competent auth orities 
dared to assert th at more th an 50 per 
cent of th e industrial accidents were 
preventable. Today we do not h esitate 
to say th at from 7 5 per cerft to 9 0 per 
cent are preventable.” 
“Manual training, trade sch ools and 
tech nical sch ools of every description 
sh ould make safety instruction a part 
of th eir curriculum and work only 
with th e safest possible mach inery , 
appliances and meth ods.”

A GREAT AFFAIR 


Marriage of German Princess 


Attracts Europe. 


THREE EMPERORS PRESENT 


In Addition to These Exalted Person­ 


ages There Are Hundreds of Other 


Mem bers of the Royalty of Europe 


and A ny Num ber of Lesser Nobility 


W ho Have Come Bearing Presents 


to the Bride. 


Berlin, May 24.—In th e h istory of 
roy al weddings rarely h as th ere been 
a more glittering sh ow th an 
th at 
wh ich marked th e m arriage today of 
th e Princess Victoria Louise, daugh ter 
of Em peror William, and Prince Ernst 
August, son of th e Duke of Cumber­ 
land. 
Th ree emperors, George of India, 
W illiam of Germany and Nich olas of 
Russia, rulers over more th an six h un­ 
dred million persons, and wrh ose do­ 
mains cover two-th irds of th e land 
area of th e world, were present with 
many oth er representatives of th e roy ­ 
alty of Europe and any number of th e 
lesser nobility . 
Th ere were also two 
empresses, Victoria Louise of Ger­ 
many , m oth er of th e bride, and Queen 
Mary of England. Th e czarina did not. 
come. 
More th an $2,000,000 is th e estim at­ 
ed aggregate value 
o f th e wedding 
gifts. Th e presents, wh ich came from 
every roy al family o f Europe, and per­ 
h aps more th an h alf of th e aristocracy 
of th e continent, consisted mainly 
o f 
jewels, furniture, pictures and rugs. 
Th e wedding, it is said, is a love 
match , but it h as its im portant politi­ 
cal feature, a reconciliation of th e 
h ouses of Hoh enzollern and Hanover, 
wh ich h ave been at outs since th e 
Prussian war, wh en Bismarck removed 
th e grandfath er of Prince Ernst from 
th e th rone of Hanover. 
It is reported 
th at th e kaiser will righ t th e ancient 
wrong by making Prince Ernst ruler 
over one of th e parts of th e German 
empire. 
Prince Ernst will be well 
able to support roy al state, for h is 
private fortune, wh en it comes to h im. 
will be more th an $200,000,000. 
Th e roy al guests wh o came to at­ 
tend th e wedding were th e guests of 
th e German emperor last nigh t at th e 
most brilliant spectacle ever given at 
th e roy al opera, th e first act of “Lo­ 
h engrin” performed at a special re­ 
q uest of th e bride-to-be. 
Th e h ouse 
was a dazzling and bewildering med­ 
ley of colors, most of th e guests be­ 
ing in uniform and th e women display ­ 
ing a gorgeous array of jewels. 
Th e 
opera was produced on an entirely 
new stage built especially for th e oc 
casion, and It is declared th at th e pro 
duction was th e finest ever seen in 
Europe. 
Th e czar. King George and Queen 
Mary and th e Duch ess of Cumberland 
were in th e roy al box . Near th e roy al 
box sat Allison V. Armour and George 
K. Vanderbilt, th e kaiser’s only Amer­ 
ican wedding guests apart from Am­ 
bassador Leish mann and Captain Nib- 
lack, th e naval attach e of th e Ameri­ 
can embassy . Close by sat Miss Yvette 
Borup of W ash ington, th e former play ­ 
m ate of Princess Victoria Louise and 
now h er special American guest for 
th e wedding. Miss Borup is th e daugh ­ 
ter of Lieutenant Colonel Henry D. 
Borup, U. S. A. 
Sh e went to sch ool 
with th e emperor’s daugh ter In th e ex ­ 
clusive Kaiserin Auguste institute in 
Potsdam. 
Th e special precautions to protect 
th e czar from attack w’ere in evidence 
during th e opera performance, for 
th ere were more th an 150 Russian and 
German secret police in and around 
th e opera h ouse. 


Interesting Triangular Conference. 
Berlin, May 24.—Th e th ree emper­ 
ors now in th e German capital h ave 
h ad long private conversations at th e 
palace, and it is believed th at politi­ 
cal q uestions were largely dealt with . 
King George made a plea for European 
peace in th e course of h is speech at 
th e British embassy .

It has been 
said that 
“Ty phoid 
fev er like sin is a disgrace to any 
commu nity ,” and it is tru e. The eat­ 
ing or drinking of hu man filth is the 
method of introdu ction of ty phoid 
infection into the body . 
Ju st why 
people persist in eating and drinking 
their sewage and thu s su ffer from ty ­ 
phoid has nev er been ex plained. 
It 
certainly is not cleanly , decent, or in 
any degree pleasu rable* 
Ty phoid is a disease which com­ 
mu nities and ru ral dwellers elect to 
giv e themselv es in pay ment for a 
comfortable amou nt of sloth. It is 
the sincere hope of the state board 
of health that v ery soon the people, 
of Indiana will tire of dy ing at the 
rate of almost one thou sand annu al­ 
ly and su ffering at the rate of abou t 
ten thou sand cases. This disgracefu l 
record can be wiped ou t by all per­ 


sons, all of the time, disposing of all 
their sewage, in a sanitary way .

deaths rate for the last ten y ears is 
35 .1 in each 100,000 of popu lation.

“Behind the disp u te,” it say s, “there 
is a gov erning cau se which will con­ 
tinu e to op erate u ntil one side is 
driv en to giv e way to the other. 
The 
p rize is the su p remacy of the Pacific. 
The inev itable ex p losion will come the 
moment either nation feels ready , and 
it will come su ddenly .” 
Combatting the belief p rev alent here 
that America will come ou t on top , 
the Satu rday Rev iew contends that the 
Philip p ines will fall into the hands of 
the Jap anese as easily as they fell into 
the hands of the Americans, and say s 
that Jap an wou ld be able to make her 
temp orary command of the sea p er­ 
manent and temp orarily occu p y sou th­ 
ern California and Oregon. 
“The Cnited States at the p resent 
moment,” it continu es, “is in a worse 
m ilitary p osition regarding Jap an than 
Ru ssia was when the Corean disp u te 
was coming to a head.” 
Urging that it is Great Britain’s du ty 
to stand aside as she did in the Ru sso- 
Jap anese war, it say s: 
“Jap an wou ld look to u s to keep the 
ring " 
Contending that the United States 
has only recip rocated England’s “p u r­ 
su it of p hantom American friendship ” 
for a centu ry p ast by acts “ex cep tion­ 
ally hostile,” It conclu des: 
“The United States is working for 
the su p remacy of the Pacific on lines 
as u nfriendly to u s as to Jap an. Shou ld 
she fall fou l of Jap an in the p rocess 
It is not for u s to help her ou t to the 
inju ry of ou r ally .”
